HOUSING 

Of  the  6 new  council  dwellings  occupied  during  the  year  none 
were  allocated  to  slum  clearance. 

41  detailed  surveys  were  completed  during  the  year  by  the 
Health  Dex:artment.  4I  Demolition  Orders  and  1 Closing  Order  made  as 
a consequence  of  detailed  surveys,  some  of  which  were  made  during  1963. 

6 houses  v;ere  rendered  fit  following  detailed  reports  to  Committee, 

Other  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Act  is  outlined  in  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  report. 

396  houses  were  completed  by  private  builders  during  the  year. 


CLEAN  AIR 


The  second  smoke  control  area  was  surveyed  during  the  -yeax  and 
a report  submitted  to  the  Council.  Action  was  postponed  until  doubts 
on  the  part  of  councillors  regarding  costs  and  availability  of  smokeless 
hard  fuels  were  resolved. 

The  degree  of  air  pollution  is  brought  out  by  the  accompanying 
graph  of  pollution  levels  in  the  3 observation  points  established  in  the 
district.

There  are  105  v;hole-tine  and  part-tii.ie  helps  and  each  week 
and  average  of  500  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the  area  covered.  The 
charge  is''4/6d  per  hour.  L part  or  the  whole  of  the  cost  is  renitted 
in  some  circunstances.

Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Aged 


The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for  at  hone 
by  relatives  with  the  help  of  the  District  Nurse,  but  sone tines  the 
conplexity  of  the  nursing  required  is  such  that  hospital  care  becones 
necessary.  In  a few  instances  the  patient  is  confused  in  nind  and  is 
not  fully  aware  of  this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom  necessary  t 
resort  to  compulsory  pov/ers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
Section  47,  and  every  such  case  in  the  past  year  has  been  dealt  with 
by  gentle  pur suasion. 


Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly  is  the

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  nineteenth  Annual  Eeport 
to  your  Council  \7hich  deals  v;ith  the  work  carried  out  during  I964 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  last  year’s  report  both  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  I mentioned  the  general  shortage  of  Inspectors  and  that  a vacancy 
had  existed  in  the  Department  for  eighteen  months.  This  was  filled 
on  the  1st  January  I964  by  the  appointment  of  Mr  Sadler  (one  of  the 
pupil  inspectors)  v?ho  qualified  in  November  1963  only  to  become 
vacant  again  on  his  leaving  to  take  up ’an  appointment  more  advantageous 
to  himself  on  1st  July  1964«  This  vacancy  still  exists. 

The  ever-increasing  demands  imposed  by  new  legislation, 
acceleration  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  etc,  necessitate  that 
there  shall  be  a full  complement  of  staff  if  the  work  is  to  be 
carried  out  properly.  It  must  be  remembered  that  lack  of  opportunity 
to  carry  out  particular  types  of  routine  inspections  e.g,  of  food 
manufacturing  premises  are  omissions  which,  however  unavoidable,  can 
never  be  overtaken  and  which  could  have  far  reaching  effects. 

The  implementation  of  the  Council’s  policy  to  secure  the 
demolition  of  unfit  houses  has  been  continued  and  thirty  five 
Demolition  Orders  have  been  made.  Five  houses  ¥;ere  purchased  by 
the  Authority  to  secure  control  of  redevelopment  of  the  site. 

Details  are  given  under  the  appropriate  headings  later  in  the  Eeport, 

Over  a full  year’s  experience  has  now  been  gained  of  the 
operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Eegulations  I963  and  it  may  be  said 
that  no  undue  difficulty  has  been  met. 
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COtHPLAINTS  IXiring  the  year  718  complaints  were  received  all  of  which  were 
dealt  with  as  occasion  warranted.

Redevelopment  of  cleared  sites 

The  redevelopment  of  the  Carlton  Hill  - Hew  Row  - Southcliffe 
Road  site  is  proceeding  apace  at  the  time  of  writing  (January  I965) 
and  when  completed  the  frontage  to  Carlton  Hill  will  be  far  more 
attractive  than  that  of  the  properties  originally  standing  on  the  site. 

There  will  be  27  flats,  a Community  Centre  and  13  lock-up 

garages. 


In  passing  it  might  be  mentioned  that  one  of  the  flats 
comprising  part  of  the  Community  Centre  building  is  to  be  allocated 
to  a V7arden,  This  flat  will  bo  connected  by  a bell  system  to  all 
the  pensioners  bungalows  and  flats  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The 
old  people  will  thus  have  available  a responsible  person  on  whom 
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they  can  depend  in  time  of  emergency.  This  is  a most  useful  service 
much  valued  hy  those  for  whom  it  is  provided. 

Progress  is  also  being  made  with  the  erection  of  20  one 
bedroom  flats  and  10  garages  on  the  Freemans  Terrace  site.

The  sewers  in  the  district  continue  free  of  rat  infestations. 
The  Regional  Pest  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood  indicated  in  I962  that  owing  to  freedom  from  rats  no  ’test 
baiting*  of  the  sewers  need  be 'carried  out  until  October  I964.  A test 
baiting  was  done  in  December  1964* 

It  is  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  record  that  rodent 
infestations  in  domestic  premises  are  treated  without  charge,  but  in 
the  case  of  business  premises  charges  are- made  based  on  the  time  and 
cost  of  materials  used.  There  is  however,  little  demand  for  this 
service  by  reason  of  the  availability  of  ready  mixed  ’Warfarin’  baits.

V/oricing  conditions  in  Offices  and  Shops  were  until  the  passing 
of  the  above  mentioned  Act  controlled  by  provisions  in  the  Shops  Act  and 
Public  Health  Acts,  In  comparison  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factories 
Act  applicable  to  factory  workers  the  Shops  and  Office  worker  was  at  a 
marked  disadvantage. 

On  tie  1st  May  19^4  certain  of  the  administrative  provisions, 
notably  section  49>  of*  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 
came  into  operation  and  the  bulk  of  the  main  provisions  on  the  1st  August 

1964. 

By  the  Notification  of  Employment  of  Persons  Order  I964  (made 
under  Section  49  of  the  Act)  persons  already  employing  staff  on  the  1st 
May  were  required  to  register  their  premises  by  31st  July  I964. 

A visit  was  paid  by  one  or  other  of  the  Inspectors  to  all 
premises  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  registration  requirements  and  where 
applicable  the  necessary  form  was  left,  any  information  required  being 
given  at  the  time. 

This  method  achieved  the  registration  of  almost  all  premises 
affected  by  the  Act  by  the  appointed  day. 

It  was  evident  that  effectively  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  would  require  additional  staff.  It  had  already  proved 
impossible  to  fill  the  vacancy  existing  for  a Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  Council  resolved  to  transfer  a member  of  the  Housing  Department 
staff,  Mr  C,  B.  Webster,  to  the  Health  Department  where  he  commenced 
work  on  26th  September  I964.

The  year  19^4  is  the  first  in  which  complete  recordings  have 
been  obtained  for  each  Station  as  Stations  Hos  2 and  3 were  only  set  up 
in  1963. 


Comments  upon  the  recordings  are  given  in  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(b)  Industrial  Smoke 

Industry  in  the  district  does  not  now  present  any  major  problem 
as  respects  smoke  emissions  and  during  I964  it  was  found  necessary  in  only 
two  instances  to  make  representations  to  the  firms  concerned. 

In  one  case  investigation  as  to  the  origin  of  grit  deposits  occurring 
in  a particular  part  of  the  district  indicated  it  to  be  the  diimney  of  a 
factory  boiler  plant  in  the  vicinity.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
firm  - who  have  always  been  cooperative  - and  consultant  engineers  were 
called  in.  At  the  time  of  writing  I am  able  to  say  that  it  is  proposed  to 
convert  the  boiler  plant  to  oil  firing  during  the  factory*s  closure  for  the 
1965  annual  holiday.  This  will  eliminate  all  causo  for  complaint  with 
regard  to  grit  emissions. 

In  the  other  case  the  cause  of  the  emission  was  ascertained 
and  remedial  action  taken. 

During  the  year  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of  steam 
locomotives  occurred  at  British  Railways  Motive  Power  Depot,  Colwick 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  within  a year  or  two  there  will  only  be 
diesel  locomotives  at  this  Depot, 
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(c)  It  is  to  "be  regretted  that  owing  to  staff  shortage  and 
absences  through  illness  it  v/as  again  not  practicable  to  complete 
pp0]_ work  on  the  proposed  Carlton  llo#  2 Smoke  Control  Order.
